The Standard Oil refinery alone, listed at 
$17,000,000, would make a eity. 
biggest refinery in the world with 5000 or more 
men at work, in another five years, they say. 
The Pullman ear shops, Western Pipe and Steel 
works, porcelain ware factories and bathtub 
plant, Santa Fe shops, can factory, Arctic Whale 
Oil works, Union Tank Car shops, furniture fac- 
tory, foundries, Winehaven and other industries, 
help make a big payroll in Richmond. 

The new city has a belt railroad five and a 


quatter miles long that extends from the two. 


transcontinental railroads along the natural deep 
water, where the wharves and piers of several 


of the big plants are located. There is forty-: 


five feet of water at the Belt railroad wharves, 


1000 feet long. The biggest vessel in the world 


can float at these wharves. 

Richmond is the second port in California in 
point of water tonnage. The people there have 
quit guessing what it will be after the Panama 
canal opens. 

The selection of Richmond as one of the exam- 
ples of new city development in this fast devel- 
oping state also gives the opportunity to publish 
a portrait of one of the most courteous, popular 
and efficient army officers stationed at San Fran- 
cisco, Lieutenant-Colonel Thomas H. Rees, Chief 
of Engineers, U. S.-A., on the Pacific coast. San 
Francisco bay development has a valiant cham- 
pion in Colonel Rees, His general East Bay Har- 
bor ‘plan has been approved by all the commer- 


cial bodies in the various cities. 


Colonel Rees surveyed , and recommended 
Richmond’s inner harbor, which has been approv- 


ed by the Army Board of Engineers for rivers 


and harbors at Waghington; making it a govern- 
ment project.: Congress appropriated $428,000 
this year.
